S.O 343(E).—In exercise of powers conferred by Section 3 of UN (P&I) 
Act, 1947, the Central Government hereby declare that the provisions of Section 
18 Articles V of the Schedule to the said set will apply mutatis mutandis to 
the Chief Representative and other Non-Indian officials of the League of Arab 
States Mission in India with the following modifications : 

The following clauses (h) and (i) will be inserted after clause (fi). 
Clause (h) : have the right to import/purchase free of duty one motor vehicle 
during their tenure. 

Clause (i) : import/purchase of articles of food_ and drinks duty fice 

Application should be made to the Ministry of Finance (Department of 
Revenue) Government of India, through the Ministry of External Affairs, for 
exemption from customs, duty, indicating full details and the particulars of the 
goods, each time a consignment is imported. 

The office of the League will also be eligible to import/purchase free of 
duty : 

(i) reasonable quantities of articles of office equipment and furnituie 
subject to the terms and conditions which the Government of Tndia 
in the Ministry of External Affairs may impose in each case or may 
apply from time to time. 

(ii) one motor vehicle. 

The possession and disposal /sale of the motor vehicle and other items will 
be onlv with the prior permission of the Government of India through this 
Ministry and subject to Foreign Privileged Persons Rules, 1957, as amended 
from time to time
